A Barry man recalls 
how events unfolded 
on that tragic day.

A BARRY man, 
who as a raw 22- 
year-old helped to 
recover the bodies 
of miners killed in 
one of Wales’ 
biggest mining dis¬ 
asters, will pay his 
heartfelt tribute to 
those who lost their 
lives at a service 
marking the 

tragedy’s 50th 
anniversary. 

Forty five miners died 
at Six Bells, Abertillery 
on June 28, 1960, and 
this coming Monday, the 
Archbishop of 

Canterbury, Rowan 
Williams will lead an 
outdoor service of 
remembrance which is 
expected to draw more 
than 7,000 people. 

Although, a young 
man at the time, Trevor 
Mitchell can vividly 
recall how events 
unfolded on what he 
remembers as “a hot, 
sticky day”. 

Trevor, who lives in 
Gibbonsdown Rise, said: 
“At the time, I was a 
young married man. My 
wife Ceridwen and I had 


a baby just nine months 
old. I wasn’t working on 
the shift when the disas¬ 
ter took place. We lived 
about three miles away 
from Six Bells and my 
friend Monty Morris 
called that morning to 
say he had heard there 
had been a big accident 
down at the mine. 

“We immediately 
drove down to the pit 
head baths, and there 
was a crowd of 80 to 100 
people there, many of 
them women. Once we 
were there, we heard 
there had been a terrible 
accident.” 

Surviving miners later 
reported the roar and 
flash of an explosion at 
just after 10.45 that 
morning. 

“We heard that a res¬ 
cue team had been sent 
down and waited two or 
three hours for news. 

“When they returned 
to the surface, it became 
apparent that the men 
down there had died and 
there was no hope. 

“My wife’s father, 
Albert John Evans, who 
was known affectionate¬ 
ly to his friends as Aub, 
was among the victims.

were taking their lives in 
their hands. 

Trevor recalled: 
“They put numbers on 
our limbs before the 
descent, because there 
was still the danger of 
further explosions. 

“I was 22 years old 
and very nervous. Some 
men said they would go, 
others declined. I felt 
obligated because my 
father-in-law was down 
there. 

“Maybe it is my imag¬ 
ination, but the pit that 
day seemed unusually 
dark. It was eerie. 

“Monty and I accom¬ 
panied a stretcher bearer 
who spotted a body. We 
helped him take the body 
out, while other men 
continued to look for 
more bodies.” 

Arriving back at the 
surface was heart-break¬ 
ing. 

“We could see the 
anxiety on the faces of 
the women and there was 
a lot of crying. My 
father-in-law was found 
later that day.” 

The community ral¬ 
lied round those who had 
been bereaved, with sup¬ 
port from the local 
chapel, charities and a 
disaster fund. 

One of Trevor’s recol¬ 
lections is that it was the 
first time a Welsh mining 
disaster had been cov¬ 
ered by the mass media, 
with television crews 
and newspapers report¬ 
ing the story across the 
globe. 

But Trevor was to 
endure a second, equally 
traumatic experience just 
three days later. 

“A makeshift mortu¬ 
ary had been set up and I 
went along with my 
father-in-law’s brother 
Theophilus Evans, to 
identify my father-in- 
law. 

“The bodies were in 
shrouds and as they were 
lifted I thought: I know 
him, I know him. 

“Theophilus died of a 
heart attack a few days 
later. In those days there 
was no counselling.”

BARKY MAN GRABBED 
AN AXE TO CONFRONT 
‘NOISY’ NEIGHBOURS

A BARRY man 
took matters into 
his own hands and 
armed himself with 
an axe when the 
noise coming from 
a nearby party 
became too much 
for him to bear, it 
was stated at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

Dominic Peck (44) 
was sentenced to 14 
months imprisonment 
after pleading guilty to a 
charge of affray. 

Judge Christopher 
Llewellyn-Jones told 
him: “It is claimed that 
the party was causing a 
disturbance, something 
that had occurred in the 
past, but I must impose a 
sentence of imprison¬ 
ment for your sort of 
behaviour. 

“However, there are 
provocative circum¬ 
stances.” 

Prosecutor Tony 
Trigg said that on 


Saturday, March 20, 
Christopher Dudley and 
a group of friends were 
having a party. There 
was so much noise the 
police were called. 

Later, Mr Peck, who 
lived nearby, became 
agitated and went to the 
flat. Mr Dudley opened 
the door and found Peck 
brandishing an axe. 

“Mr Dudley was terri¬ 
fied, grabbed the handle 
and shouted for help. 

“Mr Dudley was 
scared and shaken and 
the incident has had a 
big impact on him,” said 
Mr Trigg 

He added: “Armed 
police were called to the 
scene, but Peck refused 
to come out of his flat, 
goaded the officers, dar¬ 
ing them to shoot him. 

“Eventually, he was 
tasered.” 

The court heard that 
Peck had convictions for 
assault, public order 
offences, affray, and 


causing criminal dam¬ 
age. 

During an incident in 
the past, involving him 
possessing a shotgun 
with intent to commit an 
offence, he was shot by 
the police in the groin 
and had a testicle 
removed, said his 
defence counsel Ruth 
Smith. 


She said the incident 
in the flat was “a 
moment of madness.” 

Noise at the flats had 
been a continuing prob¬ 
lem and he went to the 
party with the axe 
because he believed peo¬ 
ple there had swords. 

Miss Smith said that 
since the incident, the 
other parties had been 
evicted. 


Vale court under 
threat of closiu’e 

VALE Magistrates Court at Barry is 
under renewed threat of closure. 

A Ministry of Justice consultation paper was 
published yesterday (June 23) recommending clo¬ 
sure with cases being heard in Cardiff instead. 
Three years ago, the court was saved after an 
estates review backed its future. 

Plaid Cymru’s Dr Ian Johnson said: “I am 
very worried by these new proposals, which 
would close the magistrates court for good and 
put hard-working local people out of work. 
Closure of the court would be another nail in the 
coffin of a working town centre.” 

A period of consultation on possible court clo¬ 
sures in Wales is to follow.

THE COLUMN YOU WRITE 


I WOULD have 
thought that 
anyone who had 
received only just 
over 5 per cent of 
the vote at any elec¬ 
tion, never mind a 
general election, 
would have kept a 
low profile, for a 
while at least. Not 
so Dr Ian Johnson. 

Perhaps in his mind, 
his position as head of 
research for Plaid Cymru 
at Westminster gives him 
some element of pseudo 
parliamentary credibility. 

Whatever the reason 
for his comments, he 
does not seem to be in 
tune with the population 
at large, or most of our 
politicians, over the par¬ 
lous state of our econo¬ 
my and those of other 
European countries. 

The day after the gen¬ 
eral election Rhodri 
Morgan AM, a man for 
whom I have much 
respect, warned of the 
urgent need to tackle 
“the economic firestorm” 
which we face. 

Jane Hutt AM has 
been most constructive 
in her budgetary obser¬ 
vations and Harriet 
Harman has indicated 
that Labour will not crit¬ 
icise Government pro¬ 
posals to deal with the 


economic crisis just for 
the sake of opposition. 

Ireland, followed by 
Greece and Spain, have 
taken far more draconian 
action than is contem¬ 
plated here, even though 
our position is arguably 
as bad. Independent 
forecasts suggest that 
with lower growth this 
might well be the case. 

Germany, meanwhile, 
under Chancellor Merkel 
has taken fiscal action 
designed to ensure that 
at a very early stage,they 
show positive intent in 
controlling expenditure 
much more in line with 
income and revenue. 

I hope that they are 
successful because if 
not, we shall all be star¬ 
ing at prolonged austeri¬ 
ty not just cut-backs. 

Dr Johnson, mean¬ 
while, seems to have for¬ 
gotten that we have a 
coalition not a 
Conservative 
Government. 

The fact of the matter 
is that he appears to be 
little more than a sore 
loser, with a stock of 
snide comments for use 
against those with whom 
he disagrees. Thank 
goodness this seems to 
be most of the electorate.

‘Not true that Wales 
gets more cash 
than the rest of UK’ 


A RECENT let¬ 
ter to The 
GEM com¬ 
plained that “Wales 
gets more cash than 
the rest”. 

Unfortunately, this is 
not correct. For 
instance, London 
receives substantially 
more than Wales per 
person. Why do the 
Conservatives always 
fail to support Wales 
when resources are 
being allocated? 

Mr Graham-Woolard 
does not welcome 
Plaid’s work to obtain a 
fair financial settlement 
for Wales. He is also 
silent about the £300 
million the people of 
Wales are underfunded 
every single year. 

This is the figure cal¬ 
culated by the 
Independent 
Commission chaired by 
the economist Mr Gerry 


Holtham. 

There have been 
many public statements 
by the Conservatives, 
when out of power, say¬ 
ing that Wales deserved 
more funding. Week 
after week, the Tories 
and their little helpers, 
the Lib Dems, demand¬ 
ed that we received a 
fair share of funds from 
the Treasury. 

However, that was 
when they were in 
opposition. Now they 
have formed the UK 
Government they seem 
to have changed their 
tune. They now have the 
power to help avoid cut¬ 
ting spending on the 
Vale’s schools and road 
repairs, but they are fail¬ 
ing to put their words 
into action. 

The Welsh 

Government this year is 
losing £184 million of 
its budget on the 
instructions of the new

This will mean, in 
annual terms, more than 
£1.5 million less for 
education in the Vale 
alone.

Recycling rubbish: keep it simple! 


I READ with 
interest in the 
GEM the 
response from the 
Vale Council about 
a Boverton resident 
who had com¬ 
plained about non¬ 
collection of rub¬ 
bish bags. 

I have had the same 
experience as Mrs 
Evans. When rubbish 
has been left, I have then 
had to contact waste 
management to arrange a 
separate collection. 

With predicted major 
cuts in public spending 
about to bite, clearly this 
is not a very cost effec¬ 
tive means of delivering 
a service. 

The response from the 
council’s official is 
unsurprising, as the Vale 
seems to have applied a 
recycling ‘scheme’ 
which is unnecessarily 
complicated - if one 
makes the comparison 
with nearby Cardiff 
where things are far 
more user friendly. 


Senior council offi¬ 
cials within the Vale 
appear to have con¬ 
vinced themselves, and 
at any given opportunity 
try to boast (not just 
about recycling), that the 
services offered to the 
public are totally satis¬ 
factory. 

I think if one took a 
glance behind the smoke 
and mirrors, this may be 
found to be not entirely 
true. I wonder what a 
reliable user survey 
would look like? 

It always seems to be 
the case that we resi¬ 
dents are the problem, as 
Mr Parish, the 
Operational Manager, 
has implied - with bags 
being too heavy or 
placed out inappropriate¬ 
ly- 

Does anybody 
remember a time when 
you put your rubbish out 
every week and it was 
taken away? 

No fuss or drama and 
certainly nobody sifting 
through the bags to 
ensure that the rubbish is 


‘suitable’! How easy 
was that? 

Recycling is a hugely 
important item on the 
political agenda, but for 
residents to embrace this 
fully, the scheme has to 
be straightforward, 
responsive and, most of 
all, reliable. 


Clearly local authori¬ 
ties throughout the coun¬ 
try are required to meet 
very stringent require¬ 
ments, so the more dif¬ 
ficult recycling becomes 
so public support will 
wane, and it will impact 
financially upon us all.

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Woman beaten 
by 17-year-old 
girl in Barry 


A MOTHER of 
three was so trau¬ 
matised after being 
given a beating in a 
Barry flat that she is 
too frightened to 
leave home alone, 
Cardiff Crown 
Court has heard. 

Rachel Burford had 
her head and ribs 
stamped upon during her 
ordeal, said prosecutor 
Michael Jones. 

A 17 year-old girl 
from Barry, who cannot 
be identified for legal 
reasons, was sentenced to 
a detention and training 
order for two years. 

She admitted charges 
of wounding with intent 
and assault by beating. 

Recorder of Cardiff 
Judge, Nicholas Cooke 
said: “This was a very 
nasty attack. Violence is 
horrible in reality, partic¬ 
ularly to someone as vul¬ 
nerable as this”. 

The court heard that 
someone present during 
the attack filmed part of 
it on his mobile phone. 

Mr Jones said that Ms 
Burford was especially 
vulnerable and required 
support work from social 
services. 

She was a registered 
alcoholic living in Barry

and knew the defendant 
and her sister. 

On February 16, she 
went to their flat and the 
defendant “attacked her 
out of the blue” punching 
her to the face and kick¬ 
ing her ribs. 

The defendant apolo¬ 
gised but suddenly 
launched a “sustained, 
frightening attack”. Also 
involved in the attack 
was her younger sister. 

Ms Burford was 
kicked and stamped to 
the face and ribs and 
forcibly prevented from 
leaving. 

At one point, the 
defendant held a knife to 
the victim’s throat say¬ 
ing: “I am not afraid to 
use it.” 

Mr Jones said the sis¬ 
ter had appeared at Barry 
youth court, admitted 
wounding with intent and 
was sentenced to a refer¬ 
ral order. 

After the attack, Ms 
Burford was taken to the 
University Hospital of 
Wales vomiting blood 
and with cuts inside her 
mouth, two black eyes, 
swellings and sore ribs. 

The defendant was 
arrested the following 
day and initally said: 


“I’ve done nothing.” but 
later admitted what hap¬ 
pened. 

She also said: “I need 
help with my ....ing 
anger.” 

Mr Jones said the vic¬ 
tim is now too frightened 
to leave her home alone 
and suffers nightmares 
and flashbacks.

The inquiry was held 
after the planning appli¬ 
cation was rejected by 
the Vale Council and Mr 
Cairns told the inspector 
that the land elevations 
involved made the proj¬ 
ect wholly inappropriate. 

Speaking afterwards, 
he said: “The site is in a 
basin and the houses are 
at a higher level with 
some as close as 300 
metres from the stack, 
which is unacceptable.” 

Mr Cairns added: 

“The application states 
that all the wood to be 


used at the plant would 
be sourced locally, but in 
their evidence to the 
inquiry, they stated that 
if restrictions were 
imposed requiring only 
locally-sourced wood, 
the scheme would be 
unviable and they would 
not be able to invest in 
it. 

“They also stated that 
the Renewable 
Obligation Credits were 
essential to the viability 
of the scheme but there 
are plans by the new 
coalition government to 
change that policy.” 

Mr Cairns warned that 
plans to redevelop the 
Waterfront with quality 
housing and leisure 
would also be damaged 
by the scheme.

Andrew Loosemore, 
the operational manager 
for highway maintenance

He added: “There is 
no intention to fill the 
pond from the public 
water supply, as this 
would not be the correct 
course of action for a nat¬ 
ural pond.”

BARRY’S Save Our 
Cinema Association 
(SOCA) is likely to 
call a meeting in late 
summer to gauge 
public support for a 
fund to purchase 
the Theatre Royal 
site. 

Earlier this year, The 
GEM revealed that 
SOCA was steeling itself 
for the task of raising 
between £400,000 and 
£600,000 to buy and ren¬ 
ovate the empty building. 

The chairman of 
SOCA, Mr Bob 
Armstrong, told The 
GEM: “People keep say¬ 
ing we really need a cin¬ 
ema facility in the town, 
and we want the public to 
know that we are still 
working to that end. 

“Late this summer, we 
hope to call a public 
meeting to discuss what 
we think can be done, our 
intentions for the future, 
and to find out if people 
will support us.” 

Mr Armstrong pointed 
out that Barry was to 
receive £9million in 
regeneration funds after 
being designated by the 
Welsh Assembly as one 
of the country’s ‘strategic 
regeneration areas’. 
Other regeneration funds 
were being made avail¬ 
able for Holton Road. 

“Why can’t some

money be directed to 
reviving the cinema? We 
have made enquiries 
through political con¬ 
tacts, but the response 
has not been too encour¬ 
aging.” 

He said that uncertain¬ 
ty over a possible sale of 
the site had led to two 
potential cinema backers 
in England backing out 
and getting involved in 
ventures elsewhere. 

He pointed out that Pat 
Scott of S & B Cinemas 
in Somerset had man¬ 
aged to keep an inde¬ 
pendent cinema open 


with the help of council 
backing - something 
SOCA would have 
appreciated locally. 

SOCA now wants to 
see the Theatre Royal 
become Barry’s answer 
to Cardiff’s Chapter - a 
multi-purpose venue 
which will screen films, 
provide a home for 
smaller theatre groups 
and a venue for commu¬ 
nity projects. 

He explained: “We 
have already been in 
touch with the Vale 
Council for Voluntary 
Services to get advice on 


how we can set up as a 
charity with the aim of 
reopening the Theatre 
Royal. 

“We are gathering all 
the information we need 
so that when we have a 
public meeting we are 
able to answer the ques¬ 
tions people will want to 
put to us.” 

The original theatre 
was built in 1906, but a 
fire tore through the 
wood and tar building 
destroying it in 1909; the 
current Royal Theatre 
was built in 1910. 

It closed its doors to 
cinema-goers just over 
two years ago.

The day that Trevor helped in the 
recovery of the bodies was the last 
time he went down a mine. In those 
days, coal face workers like himself 
were exempt from national service, but 
by pure coincidence national service 
came to an end that week. 

With a young family to care for, he 
decided to seek pastures new. 

“Heaps of miners left at the time. I 
took a job in sales and moved round 
the country - west Wales, Kettering, 
Churchdown near Gloucester - and 
ended up as manager in St Mary 
Street, Cardiff. That was when we 
moved to Barry in 1971.” 

Trevor and Ceridwen have a thriv¬ 
ing family in Barry, including six 
grandchildren and a great grandchild. 


Their nine-month-old baby of 1957 - 
the couple’s first daughter Lynn - is 
now 51 and lives in nearby 
Churchfields. Claire, his other daugh¬ 
ter (aged 48) lives just half a mile up 
the road in Pencoedtre village. 

On Monday, a spectacular 20-metre 
high statue of a miner, mounted on a 
plinth will be unveiled as part of the 
commemoration day. 

The couple will both attend the 
service which Trevor believes is a sad, 
but necessary act of remembrance. 

“People should know about the 
lives of miners and the sacrifices they 
made - it was hard, hazardous work.”

The Ryder Cup will 
put Wales on the 
world golfing map 


T he arrival 
of the Ryder 
Cup in 

Wales is arguably 
the biggest sport¬ 
ing event ever to 
hit the 
Principality. 

The Commonwealth 
Games in 1958 was big, 
but that was when TV 
was in its infancy, so 
only spectators near 
Cardiff could see much 
of the action. 

The Rugby World 
Cup is a contender, but 
when it comes to TV 
viewers, the American 
and European audiences 
who follow golf will 
almost certainly make 
the Ryder Cup the 
biggest. 

This massive TV 
audience, of course, 
offers Wales the ulti¬ 
mate PR platform to 
make foreign viewers 
aware of our history, 
our heritage, the natural 
beauty of our coastline 
and mountains, and the 
variety of excellent golf 
courses here. 

The centrepiece of 
the TV coverage will be 
the 2010 stadium 
course at Celtic Manor, 
just outside Newport, 
built with £16 million 
from Wales’ computer 
technology billionaire. 
Sir Terry Matthews - 
and it is a course built 
absolutely with the 
Ryder Cup in mind. 

The European Tour 
played the 2010 course

recently at the Wales 
Open and it was clear 
that spectators should 
have plenty of eagles 
and birdies to cheer. 

The course has been 
described as a ‘high 
risk - high reward’ lay¬ 
out, particularly suited 
to match play. 

Someone one down 
on the 377-yard par 
four 15th, for instance, 
can choose to cut the 
comer and go for the 
green. Wales’ Rhys 
Davies did so and holed 
the eagle putt on his 
way to a last round 62. 

However, such fire¬ 
works were not enough 
as Irishman Graeme 
McDowell held on to 
win with a 63! 

The course has been 
designed with the Ryder 
Cup in mind in another 
way. The event is 
unusual in that, on the 
first two days, there are 
only four matches out 
on the course at any 
one time - four morn¬ 
ing foursomes and four 
afternoon fourballs. 

This means that the 
expected 45,000 specta¬ 
tors each day could end 
up fighting to see any¬ 
thing. To counter this, 
huge viewing banks 
have been created on 
several of the holes, 
including the 16th, 17th 
and 18th, where the 
drama should be most 
intense. 

The Celtic Manor 
Resort’s director of 


golf, Jim McKenzie, 
said: “This is the first 
golf course in Ryder 
Cup history to be pur¬ 
pose-built for the event. 
It has been constructed 
since we won the bid to 
stage the event back in 
2001 . 

“We have been able 
to build in challenges 
specifically for the 
match play drama of 
the Ryder Cup - with 
drivable par fours, 
reachable par fives, 
tests of strategy, and 


penalising water haz¬ 
ards.” 

The Roman remains 
at nearby Caerleon pro¬ 
vide a historical back¬ 
drop that you can’t find 
on any American 
course, and Carleon has 
its own modest 
amphitheatre. 

It is pushing it a bit 
to call the modern 
goffer a ‘gladiator’ - 
after all, no one dies 
when they miss the cut 
- but the 2010 course at 
Celtic Manor will be its 
own amphitheatre for 
this golfing special 
drama. 


\s Europe as excited 
about the Ryder Cup 
as we are in Wales? 

Who better to ask 
than a local young 
man, LEON MARKS, 
who has been work¬ 
ing as a golf profes¬ 
sional in Europe for 
the past seven years?

HEN I 
was asked 
if I could 
write a piece for a 
newspaper back 
home about how 
the people in main¬ 
land Europe are 
viewing the Ryder 
Cup and its venue, 
it made me think 
back to when I 
grew up in 
Porthcawl, and 
played golf as a 
junior at Pyle and 
Kenfig. 

I later worked at the 
Royal Porthcawl, 
Lakeside and then 
returned to P&K to fin¬ 
ish my PGA qualifica¬ 
tions. 

After qualifying, I 
moved to the 
Netherlands for a year 
before settling in 
Luxembourg. 

Luxembourg is prob¬ 
ably one of the most 
cosmopolitan places in 
the world where speak¬ 
ing just four languages 
is average. 


However, there are 
few Welsh people here, 
so I am seen as an 
expert on Celtic Manor 
by the locals, and all the 
keen goffers are con¬ 
stantly asking me about 
the Ryder Cup, and 
about Wales. 

Interest was so great 
that I decided to arrange 
for a small group of 
golfers to visit Wales, 
playing Royal 
Porthcawl and Pyle and 
Kenfig and staying 
overnight in the Fairway 
Hotel in Porthcawl. 

For players in land¬ 
locked Luxembourg, 
where they are used to 
parkland courses, they 
found the two Porthcawl 
links courses a real chal¬ 
lenge. 

Then it was on to 
Newport and the 2010 
course, where we stayed 
in the Celtic Manor 
Hotel. 

All I can say is, they 
loved the two-day golf¬ 
ing experience.. 

They appreciated the 
2010 course more 
knowing that it’s a 
matchplay event with 
such risk and reward. 

I must say that I had 
a 10-footer on the par 
four 15th for an eagle, 
which I believe will be a 
signature hole there in 
this tournament. 

How do mainland 
Europe see the Ryder 
Cup? Well, I was told 
by my members how 
fantastic the course 
looked on TV for the 
Welsh Open. 

I will be lucky enough 
to be at Celtic Manor 
watching, and I know 
that golf club members 
in Luxembourg will be 
watching excitedly. 


PENARTH-BORN SINGER’S 
TRIBUTE TO RYDER CUP

T here are 
not many 
songs about 
golf. There’s the 
Bing Crosby one 
that starts off 
‘straight down the 
middle’ but that’s 
about it. 

Golf is, let’s face it, 
not very rock and roll. 

It did get a boost 
when Alice Cooper 
owned up to playing off 
a five handicap, but 
good old Vince (his real 
name) was the excep¬ 
tion. 

However, the thrill of 
seeing the Ryder Cup 
come to Wales has 
inspired Penarth-bom 
Martyn Joseph to ‘come 
out’ as a golfer and com¬ 
pose a special song for 
the Celtic Manor show¬ 
down. 

Martyn, who has a 
well-established reputa¬ 
tion as a serious and ver¬ 
satile singer songwriter, 
and has even been called 
the ‘Welsh Springsteen’, 
has written ‘On This 
Celtic Morning’, about 
the USA V Europe clash. 

All those teenage 
years playing on the 
excellent 

Glamorganshire Golf 
Club, combined with the 
imminent arrival of the 
Ryder Cup, meant that 
he coiuld hide his secret 
passion no longer. 

Martyn’s first per¬ 
formance was at a star- 
studded event in Cardiff 
last Friday night (June 
18) when Ian Woosnam, 
Wales’s only major golf 
winner, was enrolled 
into the revered Welsh 
Sports Hall of Fame. 

A winner himself of 
the BBC Welsh Music 
Awards ‘Best Male 
Artist’, Martyn took to 
the stage at the Mercure 
Holland House Hotel 
event to give the first 
live performance of ‘On 
this Celtic Morning’. 

Martyn, who at 17 
became the youngest 
ever club champion at 
Glamorganshire Golf 
Club (a record he still 
holds), said of the song: 
“I have often effused 
about my love affair 
with the ancient game of 
golf. 

“It’s a sport I have 
played as best as I could 
since I was 10 years old 
and if you “get it” then 
you know how all con¬ 
suming it is. 

“With the Ryder Cup 
coming to Wales for the 
first time, I found myself 
toying with a few lyrical 
ideas that eventually 
became this song.” 

He set himself the 
challenge of embracing 
the unique spirit of the 
game, and it is hopefully 
an acknowledgement of 
the past, as well as the 
amazing skills of today’s 
top golfers. 

He has now released a 
video of the song, which 
salutes past and present 
golfing greats from Tiger 
Woods to Bernhard 
Langer, Jack Nicklaus 


and Seve Ballesteros. 

A free download of 
the song is also available 
from his website at 
WWW. martynjoseph.com 

Certainly, with 
Martyn’s credentials, the 
song was never going to 
be a Chas and Dave sin- 
galong. 

MOJO magazine 
called him “a challeng¬ 
ing songwriter and com¬ 
pelling and courageous 
live performer” and the 
BBC’s Bob Harris 
praised the “outstanding 
lyrical intelligence” of 
his songs. 

However, Martyn told 
The GEM that during his 
teens, the only thing in 
his mind was making a 
career as a pro goffer. 

At just 15, he was 
playing off a handicap of 
one and competed in the 
British Amateur, British 
Youths and British Boys 


championships in the 
70s and early 80s. 

During that time he also 
reached the last eight of 
the Welsh Amateur 
Championships. 

He said: “My father 
subsidised me and for 
two years I played the 
top amateur events, 
looking to make a name 
for myself and perhaps 
attract a sponsor so that I 
could turn pro.” 

He did well, but he 
also realised how many 
talented players were out 
there trying to make it. 
The crunch, said Martyn, 
probably came at the 
Royal Porthcawl. 

He explained: “The 
Epson tournament was at 
the Royal, and I tried to 
pre-qualify for it. 

Playing well enough to 
just get into the tourna¬ 
ment was tough. 

“I was on the practice 


ground, alongside a 
number of guys who had 
to pre-qualify for each 
event, and they were 
making their way from 
event to event in camper 
vans. 

“They were all class 
goffers and they were 
struggling to make it. 

“One of them was Ian 
Woosnam!” 

Martyn decided it 
was time to look for a 
new direction in life - 
and music beckoned. 

Martyn reflected: 
“Although golf doesn’t 
have a high profile in 
music, quite a lot of fig¬ 
ures do play 

“There’s Alice 
Cooper, Huey Lewis, the 
drummer from 
Aerosmith and the list 
goes on. 

“In fact, golf was use¬ 
ful in promoting my 
career. On tour in 
America my manage¬ 
ment would have me out 
on the golf course in the 
morning playing with 
radio station bosses, as a 
way of introducing me!” 

There is still, 
inevitably, a side of 
Martyn that would like 
to have made that career 
in golf. 

He said: “In golf, you 
are as good as your 
scorecard - simple as 
that. 

“Music, on the other 
hand, is a little more 
prone to fashion and to 
subjective judgements.”

E arlier this 

week, the Vale of

focus of our current activity. 

It is also a day where the 
families of those who have 
lost their loved ones will hurt 
a little more. This week saw 
the UK Afghan death toll 
reach 300 and is a reminder 
of the bravery of our service¬ 
men and women and of the 
horror of war. 

My wife’s cousin was tragi¬ 
cally killed in Helmand 
Province three years ago and 
the family still feels the pain, 
as do so many others, locally 
and elsewhere. 

The debate on strategic 
defence and security was 
about the future make-up of 
our armed forces. It was a 
debate where the Defence 
Secretary could have men¬ 


tioned the Technical College 
proposed for St Athan. 

Unfortunately, I wasn’t 
called by the Speaker to make 
a contribution; however, I 
had the opportunity to talk 
and lobby Ministers outside 
the chamber. 

It is clear that the country’s 
financial situation is precari¬ 
ous to say the least and I am 
worried about this, but 1 
chose to repeat the Defence 
Secretary’s own words. He 
said in the debate that the last 
government, ‘delayed to 
spend, rather than spend to 
save’. 

He is right that the delays 
mean that the project is now 
part of additional spending 
scrutiny. However, I believe 
that it will save money in the 
long run. 

The College will be the 
UK’s largest PFI project at 
£I3billion and as I said in my 
maiden speech, there are local 
issues that still need to be 
resolved. 

However, the project is 
important to the local and 
regional economy but most 
important to our Armed 
Forces because they need and 
deserve the world class train¬ 
ing it will offer. 

Armed Forces Day is anoth¬ 
er occasion to be reminded of 
that obligation. ^

ODD things do hap¬ 
pen - a call for help 
came from a friend 
who was unable to 
enter information 
into his spreadsheet

He said that when he 
clicked on a cell to try 
entering numbers, a set 
of mysterious hollow cir¬ 
cles appeared in the 
vicinity. This happened 
with many, but not all 
cells. 

A visit was deemed 
necessary to witness the 
extraordinary happen¬ 
ings. 

Viewing the problem 
brought instant recogni¬ 
tion, a laborious and sim¬ 
ple cure, but no explana¬ 
tion: the spreadsheet was 
plastered in invisible 
Autoshape squares sit¬ 
ting in front of the cells. 

An Autoshape is a 
useful device used in 
several applications. 

As the name implies, 
it allows the creation of a 
shape that can add inter¬ 
est to documents. 

They come in a vari¬ 
ety of shapes such as 
lines, circles, ovals, 
squares, rectangles, 
speech bubbles, stars, 
banners and so on. 

Each shape is cus¬ 
tomisable for infill 
colour or pattern; line 
colour style and thick¬ 
ness; size and propor¬ 
tion. 

They can be flipped, 
reversed and distorted at 
will. 

When one is created, 
clicking on it will reveal 
eight or 10 ‘handles’ that 
are used for manipula¬ 
tion. 

One of the fill options 
is ‘No Eiir and a border 
option is ‘No Line’. 

A shape so formatted 
is invisible on screen. 
Clicking inside the shape 
has no effect, but when a 
click hits the border the 
‘Handles’ appear. 


As my friend never 
uses Autoshapes, he was 
understandably baffled 
when the little hollow 
circles of the handles 
appeared. 

Shapes are easily 
removed by selecting 
them and pressing the 
Delete key (of course). 

Ah! You say. But how 
do you know where the 
lines are? 

You don’t, but a shape 
will show up if the invis¬ 
ible line is in the way of 
any click you want to 
make - as was soon dis¬ 
covered as more and 
more shapes were found. 

Getting rid of the 
shapes was simple but 
time-consuming, as there 
turned out to be several 
hundred of them. 

Eor some time the 
only spectator was the 
cat as the friend went off 
to make a cup of tea. 

Over the cup of tea 
we were debating the 
possible origin of so 
many invisible squares 
when the cat leapt onto 
the desk and started 
walking about. 

“He often keeps me 
company when I am 
working at my desk. 
Oh!” 

Now how could the 
cat possibly manage to 
select an Autoshape from 
a toolbar that was not on 
display; select a square; 
format it to be invisible 
both in Eill and Line and 
put several hundred of 
them onto a spreadsheet? 

There is a theory that 
an infinite number of 
monkeys with an infinite 
number of typewriters 
and infinite time will 
eventually produce the 
full works of 
Shakespeare. I suspect 
fewer cats would be 
needed.

Pupils follow ancestral 
trail - to Patagonia! 


THREE pupils at 
tbe Vale’s only 
Welsh medium com¬ 
prehensive, Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg in 
Barry, have been 
chosen as part of 
Urdd Gobaith 
Cymru’s volunteer 
project to 

Patagonia, 
Argentina, in 
October. 

During the visit, they 
will be taking part in vol¬ 
unteer work in Patagonia, 
most of which will be 
with children and young 
people. 

The thriving Welsh¬ 
speaking community in 
Patagonia are the descen¬ 
dants of the shiploads 
that arrived during the 
1880s to escape the bleak 
poverty of mainly rural 
Victorian Wales, and pur¬ 
sue their dream of a bet¬ 
ter life on the other side 
of the world. 

The project is 
designed to develop 
these young people’s 
skills, and also help 
maintain the close his¬ 
toric relationship 


between Wales and 
Patagonia. 

The highlight of the 
10-day visit will be 
attending the Patagonian 
national eisteddfod, 
which mirrors our own 
Welsh event, albeit on a 
slightly smaller scale. 

The URDD have been 
running this project for a 
number of years, and 
each crop of youngsters 
that have been chosen to 
represent Wales return 
with a broader under¬ 
standing of world affairs, 
an appreciation of how 
charitable works can help 
a community, and an 
increased pride in their 
country. 

The youngsters will be 
involved in all aspects of 
planning the trip, and are 
expected to learn the 
basics of the Spanish 
Language, as Welsh and 
Spanish are the two 
indigenous languages in 
the areas they will be vis¬ 
iting. 

The pupils from Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg all con¬ 
tribute largely to the 
social and academic life 
of their school. Georgina 
Griggs from Barry took 


the lead role in the 
school’s production of 
‘High School Musical’ 
earlier this year. 

Gareth Davies from 
Dinas Powys plays rugby 
for the school and local 
youth team, while 
Steffan Griffin from 
Cowbridge plays rugby 
for the school and has 
presented television pro¬ 
grammes on S4C in the 
recent past. 

As a test of their initia¬ 
tive, the three are expect¬ 
ed to raise the sponsor¬ 
ship necessary to fund 
their experience, and 
they have set up a web 
site, www.los tres ami- 
gos.org.uk to help them 
raise the necessary 
£1,800 each for this once 
in a lifetime opportunity.

HISTORIC MARKET STILL 
REMAINS THE FOCAL 
POINT OF TOWN CENTRE 


B RIDGEND’S 
historic mar¬ 
ket traces its 
origins back to the 
Middle Ages, when 
a charter was 
granted, which 
gave it protection 
from other mar¬ 
kets being set up 
within a radius of 
six miles. 

At that time, 
Bridgend was a small 
town on both banks 
of the river Ogmore 
which were linked by 
the old stone bridge 
- a prominent fea¬ 
ture throughout the 
town’s history. 

The town contin¬ 
ued like this for 
many years, with 
farmers bringing in 
their produce and 
their animals to 


trade from the sur¬ 
rounding area. 

Well, the cattle 
market is long gone, 
but the town’s char¬ 
ter market is flour¬ 
ishing in the market 
hall at the Rhiw 
Centre. 

While Bridgend 
has changed out of 
all recognition from 
the town it was even 
30 years ago, one 
thing has remained 
constant - the choice 
and value available 
to shoppers at the 
indoor market. 

The market is the 
focal point of old 
Bridgend - the last 
remnant of the days 
when the town boast¬ 
ed a choice of fresh 
food shops. 

With one or two 
exceptions, these 


Council’s praise 
for residents’ 
recycling efforts 


ONE week after new 
waste and recycling 
collections were 
introduced through¬ 
out Bridgend county 
borough, the council 
is thanking residents 
for their enthusiastic 
response and co¬ 
operation.

Since BCBC’s new 
scheme began, it has seen 
massive amounts of 
material placed out for 
recycling by household¬ 
ers. 

Coun John Spans wick, 
cabinet member for com¬ 
munities, said: 

“Bridgend County 
Borough Council takes 
the subject of recycling 
and waste very seriously 
and we are passionate 
about creating a cleaner 
and greener borough for 
the residents of today and 
tomorrow. 

“It’s clear from this 


week that residents are 
more than ready to play 
their part and we want to 
thank them for their 
patience and co-opera¬ 
tion, as we know this has 
meant a big adjustment 
for households. 

“We have been work¬ 
ing hard to help residents 
understand what they 
now need to do. 

“It has also been an 
adjustment for those col¬ 
lecting the recycling and 
waste and they have been 
working exceptionally 
long hours to complete 
rounds. 

“But the positive 
response has been over¬ 
whelming, with many 
household even appear¬ 
ing to have stockpiled 
materials in anticipation 
of the new scheme begin¬ 
ning. 

“I believe that the new 
procedures will make us 
one of the top performing 
local authorities in Wales 
for recycling waste and 
diverting it away from 
being disposed of as 
landfill. 

Speaking at the launch 
of Towards Zero Waste, 
First Minister Carwyn 
Jones, who is the AM for 
Bridgend, said: “We 
must all make changes.

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FORTE’S SUPER-SPY SPOOF FAILS 
TO STRIKE THE FUNNY BONE... 


T he American 
comedy insti¬ 
tution 

Saturday Night Live 
has proved to be 
both a fertile breed¬ 
ing ground for gen¬ 
erations of comedi¬ 
ans, yet has also 
helped produce 
those who haven’t 
exactly set the 
world alight. 

While esteemed alum¬ 
ni include Bill Murray, 
Eddie Murphy, Adam 
Sandler and Will Ferrell, 
there have also been the 
likes of Molly Shannon, 
Chris Katan and Cheri 
Oteri, whose work out¬ 
side ...Live has lacked 
the impact they’ve 
enjoyed in their day job. 

The latest cast mem¬ 
ber to try his luck on the 
big screen is Will Forte, 
whose character, 
MacGruber (based on 
80s television show 
MacGyver), makes the 
transition from sketch to 
feature length film. 

When his nemesis. 
Dieter Von Cunth (Val 
Kilmer), takes control of 
a nuclear weapon intent 
on blowing up America, 
only MacGruber can 
save the day. Teaming 
up with Ft Dixon Piper 
(Ryan Phillippe) and 
Vicki St Elmo (Kristen 
Wiig), will MacGruber, 
and his ability to con¬ 
struct weapons out of the 
most basic of items, be 
able to stop Cunth in 


time... 

When I went to 
America way back in 
1992, MacGyver seemed 
to be on constant rota¬ 
tion across the channels, 
the super-spy capable of 
using his scientific back¬ 
ground to get his way 
out of any situation, 
coming across as a pecu¬ 
liar mix of The A-Team 
and Blue Peter. 

Obviously striking a 
comic chord with Will 
Forte and the character’s 
creator, forma Taccone, 
the character of 
MacGruber has been a 
hit on Saturday Night 
Live in sketch form - but 
as for a feature length 
film, well, sadly, it fails 
to hit the same heights. 

The film suffers from 
its transition process, 
unable to sustain itself 
over the admittedly 
slight 90-minute running 
time, but is also far too 
reliant on crude humour 
and not enough on 
spoofing the intended 
target. 

This isn’t overly sur¬ 
prising, given that 
Saturday Night Live 
spin-offs either tend to 
soar (Wayne’s World, 

The Blues Brothers) or 
sink (A Night At The 
Roxbury, Superstar). 
What is frustrating about 
MacGruber is that there 
are some decent enough 
touches that could have 
resulted in a far better 
end-product. Instead, in 
lieu of actual humour, 
there are just profanities. 


toilet jokes and lame 
attempts at humour that 
are far more miss than 
hit. 

Coming from the 
mind of forma Taccone, 
who also directs the 
film, and also co-writes 
with Will Forte and fohn 
Solomon, the character 
is very funny in small 
doses, but ramped up for 
an hour-and-a-half does¬ 
n’t work. 

Taccone has built up a 
reputation for his work 
on both Saturday Night 
Live and with comedy 
band The Fonely Island, 
yet this is a misstep for 
him, the film lacking the 
invention and wit of his 
other work. 

His direction is 
steeped in the action 
films of the 1980s, all 
slow motion explosions 
and hairspray, but feels 
lifeless and lacking in 
any real stylistic, or 
comedic, flair. 

While Taccone takes 
great delight in the 
cheesy-blockbuster-ness 
of it all, there isn’t the 
scope nor the budget on 
offer to truly lampoon 
the genre. 

In the title role. Will 
Forte shows very little 
charisma or comedic 
skill, and does more 
mugging than actual act¬ 
ing. 

Seeing as Forte’s pre¬ 
vious forays on the big 
screen in the likes of The 
Brothers Solomon have 
similarly failed to yield 
much in the way of posi-

tive feedback, it seems 
the actor may well be 
consigned to the smaller 
screen, as nothing he 
offers here either marks 
him out for any great 
reverence. In fact, you 
could say that comic act¬ 
ing is not his Forte (a 
line, by the way, that 
outstrips 90 per cent of 
those in the film). 

Given the casting of 
‘proper’ actors around 
him, no doubt to try to 
give the film a solid 
foundation, you would 
expect more from them, 
but they are dragged 
down to Forte’s level, 
struggling for life under 
the constant bombard¬ 
ment of low-grade 
humour. 

Ryan Phillippe may 
have undergone some¬ 
what of a career rebirth, 
but here he’s lucky to 


come out relatively 
unscathed. 

He shows little ability 
for comedy, and it comes 
to something when the 
funniest thing he can do 
is place a stick of celery 
between his buttocks for 
a lazy, and very cheap, 
laugh. 

Val Kilmer is in a 
similar position to 
Phillippe, and he too 
only just comes out 
unscathed mainly due to 
a lack of screen time. 

While his character’s 
name is a one-note joke 
that quickly falls flat, 
Kilmer, who is more 
than capable of comedy 
(just search out Top 
Secret! for evidence of 
that), isn’t given any 
funny lines nor any 
humorous motivations; 
his villain is dull and 
lifeless, and Kilmer’s 
performance embraces 
that. 

In a film full of woe¬ 
ful and dull turns, it is 
Kristen Wiig who comes 
out with the most credit, 
despite firing on about 
20 per cent capability. 

Wiig is a hugely gift¬ 
ed comedic performer, 
the likes of Whip It and 
Adventureland attesting 
to that, and while she is 
anything but sensational 
here, she stands out from 
the crowd due to her nat¬ 
uralistic comedy and 
failure to drain of every 
drop of the laugh. 

Hardly exemplary, 
but Wiig’s turn is by far 
the most impressive 


thing in the film. 

Despite the reliance 
on such low-brow 
humour, there are few 
gags that manage to hit 
home, albeit smothered 
by those that fail to hit 
their target. 

MacGruber’s propen¬ 
sity for taking his car 
stereo with him wherev¬ 
er he goes and a love- 
making scene that thor¬ 
oughly skewers the 
genre convention are the 
most memorable, but in 
the main it is a film that 
lacks comedic convic¬ 
tion. 

With a target that ran 
out of pop culture rele¬ 
vance nearly 20 years 
ago, and a lack of quali¬ 
ty on show, MacGruber 
is another disappointing 
offshoot from Saturday 
Night Live. 

VERDICT-A film 
that struggles to earn 
laughs, MacGruber 
shows it hasn’t the legs 
or sustainability to go 
from TV sketch to fea¬ 
ture film. A script that is 
lacking in invention, and 
an overreliance on 
puerile humour, means 
there is little to tickle the 
funny bone here. 

While MacGyver 
could construct a 
weapon from a Swiss 
army knife and duct 
tape, not even the most 
skilled of filmmakers 
could construct a worth¬ 
while film from this 
weak script and the poor 
performances. Poor.

CAN A BATTERED 
WALES RECOVER 
IN TIME TO TURN 
THE BLACK TIDE? 

BACK PAGE COMMENT by Don John I 


F or 15 exhilarating 
minutes, Welsh fans 
glued to their TV 
sets early on Saturday 
morning viewed amazing 
scenes being beamed 
from New Zealand, as 
Warren Gatland’s 
tourists, minus several 
key players, tore into 
Graham Henry’s visibly 
taken-aback All Blacks, 
snatching a quick-fire six- 
point lead through a 
Stephen Jones drop goal 
and a long-range penalty 
by Leigh Halfpenny. 

Just as they had done two 
weeks previously against 
South Africa at the 
Millennium Stadium, Wales 
had come roaring out of the 
starting blocks from the off, 
again intent on putting to 
bed once and for all, their 
unwelcome reputation as 
slow Test starters. 

Once again, they were 
determined to disprove a 
deep-rooted perception that 
Welsh teams are psycholog¬ 
ically in thrall to feared 
southern hemisphere oppo¬ 
nents who had built up a 
seemingly invincible domi¬ 
nance stretching back an 
incredible 57 years, with 22 
wins out of 25 meetings 
between the two sides. 

Wales have triumphed 
only three times in the dis¬ 
tant past: in 1905 it was 3- 
0; in 1935 it was 13-12; in 
1953 13-8. 

After that, it has been a 
long, depressing cycle of 
heavy defeats interspersed 
with the occasional tighter 
result, such as 19-12 last 
November in Cardiff. 

In Wales’ Grand Slam 
year, 2008, the score was 
29-9; while in the other 
Grand Slam year (2005) it 
was 41-3 - so the omens 
were not good for the cur¬ 
rent depleted team’s 
chances. 

This time, though, ex-AIl 
Black hooker Gotland was 
insistent that his gifted, 
though very unpredictable 
young squad, still had the 
big guns in their arsenal to 
cause a major upset in the 
final match to be played at 
the famous Carisbrook 
fortress, before it makes 
way for a new stadium 
being built further down

the road in Dunedin for 
next year’s Rugby World 
Cup. 

And so it seemed for the 
first quarter of an hour, as 
the Welsh underdogs 
matched their vaunted 
opponents man-for-man, 
with the scrum and the 
hitherto problem lineout 
operating smoothly, and 
providing plenty of posses¬ 
sion and territory for the 
tourists. 

In fact, this unexpected 
parity continued through¬ 
out the first half as the 
Welsh players showed com¬ 
mendable energy and 
appetite for the huge physi¬ 
cal challenge they faced 
against one of the two top 
teams in the world. 

At the interval, the 
strangely misfiring All 
Blacks were just six points 
ahead at 15-9, thanks to 
two break-out tries (with a 
conversion and penalty by 
man-of-the-match Dan 
Carter) that ominously 
stemmed from familiar 
Welsh handling errors. 

This indeed proved to be 
a bleak portent of things to 
come, for the second half 
was a totally different story, 
as the Carter-inspired 
Kiwis effortlessly stepped 
up several gears to overrun 
mistake-prone Wales with 
27 unanswered points, 
including three more tries 
(two sublimely-taken by 
that man Carter, who also 


landed two conversions and 
two penalties). 

Once again, this frustrat¬ 
ing young Welsh team were 
partly the architects of their 
own downfall, faulty execu¬ 
tion proving costly at criti¬ 
cal junctures; and the lack 
of a totally ruthless edge 
was in stark contrast to far 
more streetwise opponents, 
who typically grabbed 
every scoring opportunity 
that came their way, even 
after a comfortable victory 
was assured. 

At the end, the scoreboard 
read 42-9, but the shell¬ 
shocked Welsh camp know 
it could have been far worse 
and that they have had only 
a week to prepare for the 
even greater effort that will 
be required to stem the 
remorseless Black tide in the 
second Test this Saturday. 

With further injuries 
adding to Welsh woes, 
Gotland has delayed naming 
his side until today 
(Thursday), though 

Scarlets’ Jonathan Davies 
was expected to slot in at 
centre, while Ospreys’ ambi¬ 
tious youngster Dan Biggar 
was hoping to take over 
from the injured Stephen 
Jones at outside half. 

Is Gatland musing over 
further changes to his bat¬ 
tered troops? The answer will 
come later today when the 
starting line-up is 
announced.
